Uao Tang, Sept. 1.— The aecoad 
day's battle commenced at dawn Wed- 
nesday. The Russians made repeated 
baycHiet advances on the road directly 
south of Llao Yang, where the Japan- 
ese approached from Sanquaiship and 
Tao. shelling the positions in the Rus- 
slan lines uatil 4 in the afternoon, 
when the engagement, which was gen- 
ernl thrcniKhoiit the poiith and south- 
east, narrowed to (lu^ main llnp. The 
Japanese advance on tiiv sontiicast 
was by way of the Feng-Wang-Cheng 
road. 

Immediately in front of Chlaofantun 
the Japanese stubbornly attempted to 
ocrnpv a round topped hill, which was 
literally shaved by the Rtisskin shells, 
niakinK repeated attempts the eiTtIre 
day. where apparently it was impos- 
sible for anything to lire. The ean- 
nonadinp continued from this point to 
the vfrinlty of Wangpaotal until Wed- 
nesday 'I'voning without apparent ad- 
vantage to either side. The Japanese 
dropped sheila within t^o or three 
miles of the railroad station and in 
t'he plain of Wentzhu mountain, which 
Is the most Important eniinciirc around 
Liao Yang, but the Japanese abandon- 
ed aggression there on account of the 
resistance they met. There was can- 
no9 Are Tuesday night and this is ex- 
peeted nightly. 

, St. Petersburg, Sept. 1.— With the 
knowledge that the Russian and Jap- 
anese armies about Liao Yang are 
locked in a death HiniKgle the tension 
in St Petersburg Wednesday night 
was strained to the utmost. It Is be- 
llered here that the flKht can not stop 
short of the crushing defeat of one 
>• side or the other. 

All reports so. far are favorable to 
the Russians, though the suspension 
of all aews for mapy hours has been 
exceedingly trying and has given rije 
to several rumors, somewhat temper- 
ing the earlier enthusiasm. 

It Ik stated offlciaily, however, that 
the report that the railway and the tele- 
graph have heen ent north of Llao 
Tang is untrue. 

, U is thought here that, in view of 
the numbers engaged, the d<sperate- 
ness of the assaults and the length of 
the line, about seven miles, the losses 
in the two days' lighting can not fall 
short of 10,000 on each side. Both 
s^des are straining every nerve, realiz- 
ing that the fortunes of war for a 
whoU year are in the scale, iind nei- 
ther Bide Is in the mood qt the posi- 
tion to spare men in the effort to 
aobieVe a final victory. 

The battle of Llao Tang will proba- 
bly rank ns one of the great sanfrnan 
ary battles of history. It is estimated 
by the general stafT that the Japanese 
armies engaged number 17 diviatohs of 
16.000. men eseh. or. allowlog for In 
effldents. aboi^t 240,000 men. Bach dl 
Tlsion has 86 guns, and there are two 
Independent artillery brigades of 100 
guns each, making a total of about 800 
guns. The estimates of Htissian corre- 
spondents range at. from 600 tp.l.ooo 
guns per side.. 

In ^he preliminary flghting of Mon 
day the Russians captured 200 prison 
ers, who have already arrived at Har- 
bin, and report persists that they cap- 
tured over 4d Japanese guns Monday. 

Qen. KuropatUn's effective fbrces 
are Tsrlonsly estimated at from ITOr 
000 to 200,000 men. 

Ono of the surprising phases of the 
situation is the endurance of the men. 
They have been engaged desperately 
for two days after more or less severe. 
flUhtlng under unfavorable conditions, 
every day since August 24. It would 
seem that human endurancr could not 
persist much longer without respite uf 
sort

Chicago, Sept. 1. — Famine in meat is 
declared by the strikers to be the 
probable result of their new move in 
the strike against the jwckers. Or- 
ders have been issued for a general 
strike of ail butcher workmen through- 
out the country. They are expected to 
go out Thursday. The order will af- 
fect in all about 2,000 men in Chicago, 
and ten Independent plants. The or^ 
der. If observed, will also afTt ct inde- 
pendent plants of large capacity in 
the following cities: East St. Louis, 
Omaha, St Louis. Kansaa City, Sioux 
City, New Tork, Milwaukee, Syracuse 
and hundreds of small plants through- 
out the country which employ from 10 
to 20 men. All to>;<'ther, union offi- 
cials assert, there will be 15,000 men 
to go out, and the meat supply will 
be seriously crippled, leaving as the 
only supply the output of the big pack- 
ers by their non-union help. The pack- 
ers say It Is Leader IXinneliy's aim to 
create a meat famine, which, he 
thinks, would be forced. "Donnelly is 
undertaking the impossible." juAA a 
representative of one of the packers. 
"There is little chance of a meat fam- 
ine. The Independent packers, who. 
hy their collusion with the unions, 
have profited much during the strike, 
will suffer the most^' 

New York, Sept. 1.— The members 
of the Amalgamated Af-soeiation of 
Meat Cutters and Butcher Workmen 
formerly employed here By the 
Schwanschild A Siilzburger and the 
United Pressed Beef Coa, who expect- 
ed that the negotiations in the west 
would lead to a peaceful settlement 
of the strike, were Wednesday deject 
ed over the news from Chicago that 
orders for a general strike of the 
butchers throughout the country has 
been issued. - 

The packers here say that they have 
filled the places of the strikers and 
are killing and making deliveries as 
usual under police protection. The 
strikers say that the boycott is hurt- 
ing the paekera and that the bulk of 
the men who quit work at the abat- 
toirs of the two companies are employ- 
ed in the slaughter houses of independ- 
ent firms. 

Boston, Sept 1.— No order regarding 
a general strike of all butcher work- 
men, in the country has yet been re- 
ceived from the headquarters in Chi- 
cago of the international union hy tbe 
officers of the Boston local union of 
the Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen. The officers of the 
local -naion do not think tbe strilw 
will effect Boston.

Taft 
left the country for the Philippine Is-, 
lands as a Ilepuhliran, recognizing the 
example of Jetferson and the doctnue of 
the Declaration of Independence aa 
worthy of confidence and support. He 
returned making the statement as the 
result cf bis experience in the Philip- 
pine Islands, where he had exercised un- 
limited power over millions of human 
beiog9, that the Declaration of Inde- 
pendehce contains 'a mass of impossible 
dogmas and rhetorical pffrases.'
